‘Work of the Commission. 


The military commission which is provided

Washington, D. C., Aug. 12.—[Special.)— | 
/ Acting Secretary Allen of the Navy depart- 
ment received a dispatch tonight notifying 
‘him that a naval force sent by Admiral 
Sampson had appeared in the harbor of 
Manzanillo and demanded its surrender. ~ 

The commandant of the city déclined to 
comply with the demand, and an engagement 
took place, which is said to have resulted 
victoriously for the Americans. 

Thé fight at Manzanillo was begun at 4 
| o'clock, twenty-three minutes before the 
protocol. was signed, by a bombardment 
from the fleet. It was reported tonight that 
marines had been landed. 

In view of the signing of the protocol to- 
day and the suspension of hostilities every 
effort was made by the authorities to stop 
the pact at Manzanillo.

PRESIDENT [IcKINLEY’S PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas, By a protocol concluded and signed Aug. 
12, 1898, by William R. Day, Secretary of State of the 
United States, and His .Excellency Jules Cambon, 


Republic of France, at Washington, respectively rep= 
resenting for this purpose the government of the 
_ United States and the government of Spain, the United 
States and Spain have formally agreed upon the terms 
on which negotiations for the establishment of peace 
between the two countries shall be undertaken, and 
‘Whereas, It is in said protocol agreed that upon its 
conclusion and signature hostilities between the two 
countries shall be suspended, and that notice to that 
effect shall be given as soon as possible by each gov- 
ernment to the commanders of its military and naval - 
Now, therefore, I, William McKinley, President of 
the United States, do, in accordance with the stipula- 
tions of the prgtocol, declare and proclaim on the part 
of the United States a suspension of hostilities, and do 
hereby command that orders be immediately given 
through the proper channels to the commanders of the 
military and naval forces of the United States to abstain 
from all acts inconsistent with this proclamation.

In looking back» over the Santiago cam- 
the great feature which stands out 
persistently above everything else is the 
horrible and unnecessary suffering which 
was encountered on every side both in our 
own lines and in the enemy’s. 

In time of war suffering, disease, and death 
gre expected, and if numbers go for anything 
the’ casual observer might be inclined to 
think, considering the greatness of the re- 
guits obtained, we got off lightly in our 
month’s campaign in Cuba. Nothing can 
be more pernicious or more misleading than 
such an easy going point of view. Every 
one who was on the spot knows perfectly 
well that the mismanagement of the medical 
and commissariat departments was simply 
horrible. 

Inexperienced correspopdents who have 
mo standards to go by may be excused for 
attempting to gloss over the frightful state 
of things which prevailed; those who have 
served in other campaigns are unanimous in 
saying that the only parallel which they can 
apply to the case is the conditton of the 
Greek army in the recent European war. 

Here are a few of the facts which do not 
by any means cover the tates but may 
give some faint idea of the ha ps under- 
gone by our wounded and sick. . 

On July 1 something like 1,500 were killed 
and wounded on our side. There were ex- 
actly twelve. ambulances with the expedi- 
tion. That in itself is almost sufficient to 
condemn the medical department: Wound- 
ed men, shot through the chest, or in the 
leg, or with broken limbs, had to drag them- 
selves along for miles before they cofid be 
attended to. Many went forty-eight hours 
and even longer with nothing but the first 
rough dressing upon their wounds. Even 
when they reached the divisional hospital 

near headquarters they found the number of 
patients far beyond the powers of the doc- 
tors, so that they had to go on to Siboney 
before they could get proper treatment. 


Sick Men Jolted in Wagons. 

-/ Siboney is a good ten miles from what was 
then headquarters, and the only means of 
transportation was in empty ammunition 
wagons. To give some idea of that method 
of travel I need only state that on one hot, 
muddy day, when I was walking into Si- 
boney, a driver of a wagon offered me a 
ride. I got inside and rode for a hundred 
yards; after that I preferred to continue on 
foot, And that is what our wounded men 
had to put up with. 

But the field fever hospital was the crown- 

‘img achievement of the medical depart- 
ment. The men began to drop out with 
fever about the 4th and Sth of July, and it 
was necessary to have a separate hospital 
for them. The place chosen was the site 
of General Shafter’s camp, which he had 
moved just a day or two previously. ; 

Not content with choosing a spot by 
nature a swamp, and by recent circum- 
etances a fetid one, the chief of the medical 
Gepartment ordered the little shelter tents 
of the patients to be put up on the part of the 
camp which had before been used by the 
colored servants at headquarters, and had 
been made a dumping-ground for all the 
refuse of the camp. I happen to know the 
circumstances accurately because my own 
tent was within fifty feet of the hospital; 
my servant had fallen sick, and I had no 

Means of moving my tent. 


Patients Lie in a Swamp. 

Here, in this pestilent swamp, the fever 
matients were huddled together for weeks, 
their numbers freely increasing every day 
and yellow feyer becoming an ordinary 
affair. Soon ey got quite beyond the 
powers of the one or two doctors who had to 

‘look after them. They would come down 
from the front far too sick to take care of 
themselves, and they would lie there in the 
fain or sun, as the case might happen, until 
the poor, hard worked doctors could get 
around to them. Often they would get 
Grenched to the skin simply because they 
Were too feeble to move under shelter of 
Weir own accord. At night, whenever the 
Tain came, as it often did, they would lie in 
er ‘wretched little shelters, soaking wet, 
m the mud, groaning and vomiting all night 
Wuß unti! one began to wonder whether any 
the poor fellows could ever by any possi- 
means recover. 

The climax came one afternoon when 
Something broke loose in the hills and a reg- 
Mar torrent came through camp, sweering 
Sverything before it. In a few minutes the 
Water in my tent was knee deep, so it is not 
hard to imagine what were the feelings of 
te fever patients less than twenty yards 
eWay. It was only then that some one re- 
Membered that the identical meadow where 
We were is usually entirely submerged in 
Simmer, and the doctors began to consider 
the advisability of moving the hospital to 
One of the numerous hillsides which line the 
Valley all the way to Santiago. That is how 
the fever patients were treated at the front.

| Rough Riders Feed Refugees. 


During all that time the Rough Riders, 
through whose camp they came, vied with 
each other in carrying food to the weakest, 
and they robbed themselves to do it, but no 
one could see such extremities of starvation 
unmoved. Many of the throng—the children, 
especially—were worn to skin and bone, ex- 
cept where the protruding stomach marked 
the last stages of hunger. 

It was little that the kindly soldiers could 
do. A handful of hardtack was pounced 
upon and gone before the giver could single 
out any particular object of pity. The weak 
went naturally to the wall, and women with 
children on their breasts, born by the way- 
side and hardly an hour old, would risk the 
lives of their children to get a crumb. 

There were occasionally pathetically comic 
incidents, as when a child would stagger 
along under the weight of a hideous chromo 
lithograph which had evidently been taken 
out of-the city to escape Sampson’s shells. 

It is difficult, of course, to lay the blame 
for all this horrible suffering at the door of 
any particular official. What one feelsto be 
most necessary is that the American people 
should not be allowed to go wholly unaware 
of the horrible mismanagement which 
marked the progress of the recent campaign 
in Santiago. Every one is apt to judge of 
things by results, but it is well also to know 
at what cost these results were obtained. 


Carelessness of Human Life. 


Even when the capitulation had become 
a matter of history the same extraordinary 
want of care after the health of the men 
seemed to prevail. The cavalry division, for 
instance, was ordered back to the hills be- 
hind. Caney for sanitary purposes. The 
troops were told to be in marching order at 
6 o’clock. They got up, had a hurried - 
breakfast, and packed up their shelters. 
They were then kept waiting for four hours 
in the hot sun with no protection, until final- 
ly at 10 o’clock they received orders to march. 
Naturally in the extreme heat of the day 
they fell out not singly but by companies, 
and next morning one company, with which 
I’ was staying at the time, had exactly 
half its men sick in quarters. A general 
who is guilty of suc’. orders as these is 
not fit to command an army. 3 

Carelessness of human life was con- 
spicuous in the management of the cam- 
paign from first to last. We advanced 
through the country like schoolboys, and 
when it came to the crucial fight, the com- 
manding General was two miles in the rear, 
issuing orders which, had they been car- 
ried out, would have brought about a hor- 
rible disaster. Fortunately we had com- 
manding officers in front who took matters 
into their own hands, and the men them- 
selves advanced of their own accord, and 
the day was won in spite of all the efforts 
of the General in the rear. The men did 
it, and it is meet that they should have 
the credit. 

But, of course, we had to pay a big 
butcher’s bill. Lou can’t up square 
against a line of trenches with no artillery 
to speak of, and no attempt to turn the post- 
tion, without a heavy loss. Our men took 
the loss and went ahead without a mur- 
mur. But those Pecksniffs who are telling 
us just now that we should take our vic- 
tory and say thank you, without asking 
awkward questions, are surely ignorant of 
the spirit of the American people. Or are 
we really so inhumane as to hear of the 
needless alckness and death of our fellow-

Cook describes the robber as a poor 
dressed, rough-looking man, about five feet 
seven inches in height and weighing = 
unde, of dark complexion and 
aced except for a week's growth of beard.

Catia- 
han was on his way down-town and was 
passing an alley when the men stepped 
out and, telling him to throw up his hands; 
grabbed him and threw him to the pavee 
ment. Two men stood guard over him with ~ 
revolvers while the third. searched him, 
securing $6 in change and $100 in bills from 
an inside vest pocket. The thugs made 
their escape in the Alley. The holdup wal’ 
reported to the Desplaines Street Station * 
and descriptions given of the men.

Cash Advanced in Large Sums to 
Nearly All the Em- ) 
ployes. 


GOV. SCOFIELD'S VICTORY. 


Madison, Wis., Aug. 12.—[ Special. I—Noth- 
ing since the famous attempt to loot the 
State Treasury by the roster job during 
Governor Feck's administration has created 
such a sensation in public life as the revela- 
tions regarding the present Treasury ofll- 
cials in making advances of the State's 
funds to Capitol employés and others. 

These revelations, coming as they do, on 
the eve of the most bitter factional fight 
in the history of the Republican party of 
Wisconsin simply stagger the public. When 
the situation was first announced all sorts 
of rumors sprang up—embezzliement was 
darkly hinted at—a great political scandal 
seemed about to burst and knowing ones 
stood expectantly around anxious to pass 
on the word quietly that the climax of offi- 
cial misconduct was to be finally eclipsed. 

Public money, it was said, had been drawn 
from the State Treasury to defray expenses 
ot the campaign. These stories assumed 
such proportions as to draw signed state- 
ments from both Governor Scofield and R. 
M. La Follette, his opponent in the Guberna- 
torial race. 

Facts in the Case. 

The facts are that money has been taken 
from the Treasury in an irregular manner; 
that acvances have been made from the 
State funds to Capitol employés and others. 
It has Jong been a custom for employés of 
the State to go to the Treasurer before their 
salaries were due and get advances, which 
in some cases have been as much as three 
months’ pay. To pay before due has been 
an accommodation which Treasurers, past 
and present, have not felt disposed to deny 
their fellow-workers. 

The really important feature of the revela- 


tions is the fact that advances have been 


made to private individuals in no way what- 
ever connected with the State government. 
There is a statute expressly prohibiting this 
sort of thing. In his official statement the 
Governor says: In a few cases it appears 
from my investigation of the (books of the 
Treasury that advances have been made to 
others than employés of the State. I have 
directed the State Treasurer to call in all 
of these advances within a reasonable time. 
I have no doubt that this will be done. So 
far as I have been able to ascertain from 
my investigation of the Treasury depart- 
ment, there has not been involved any loss 
to the State, nor is the honesty of the Treas- 
ury officials brought into question.“ 
Treasurer Peterson’s Statement. 

Treasurer Peterson tonight gave out the 
following signed statement 

Treasury Departmefit, Madison, Wis., 
Aug. 12.—As rumors and reports have been 
circulateé and published in relation to al- 
leged irrégularities in the State Treasury 
department, I deem it a matter of justice 
to myself. and all concerned to make the 
following statement: 
It has been charged that the State Treas- 
urer has .made to State employés advance 
payments on salaries and that the State's 
funds have been loamed to parties not con- 
nected with State ‘affairs. In connection 
therewith I desire to say that it has been 
customary with former administrations as 
a matter of accommodation to make ad- 
vance payments on salaries not only to 
State employés but also to State officers, and 
to deduct the amounts advanced from the 
warrants when paid. This practice has been 
continued by the present State administra- 
tion and advance payments have been made 
to employés in every State department. I 
recognize that it is a bad custom, and noone 
would be more pleased than the State Treas- 
urer to have the custom discontinued, as it 
causes him a great deal of trouble and an- 
noyance. The State Treasurer has never 
loaned out nor advanced State funds to any 
parties not connected with the administra- 
tion.

min ROBBERY 
PROVES TO BE WORK 
OF FIVE MERE BOYS. 


Daring Holdup of Burlington Flyer 
Near St. Joseph Accomplished 
by Western Union Messengers 
with Two Old Horse Pistols. 


St. Joseph. Mo., Aug. 12.—[{Special.}—The 
mystery of the Roys Branch train robbery, 
which created such a sensation here last 
night, has been solved. 

The six bold men who held up the crew 
of the Burlington exposition flyer at 9 
o'clock last night within rifie shot of the city 
are all in the custody of the police and prove 
to be five mere boys, the organizer and 
leader of the gang being James Hathaway, 
day delivery clerk of the Western Union 
Telegraph office, who is 17 years old. 

The youthful bandits whom he associated 


| with himself in the daring holdup are Will 


Hathaway, a younger brother: Charles 
Cook, Alonzo Arterburn, and Herbert Dono- 
van. They have been training together for 
the last three years, having a rendezvous in 
the heart of the residence portion of the city 
where they were to be found nightly until 
after midnight. They were insatiable read- 
ers of yellow literature of the nickel detect- 
ive series variety, and were recognized by 
the police as tough kids. It is believed they 
are responsible for several daring holdups 
perpetrated on street chr crews and pedes- 
trians last winter, and more or less of the 
burglaries which have been so numerous in 
the immediate neighborhood of their ren- 
dezyous. 

The holdup of the Burlington train was 
planned two weeks ago, when there were 
seven conspirators, but two of them became 
alarmed and withdrew. It is said that the 
objevt was not so much the filthy lucre there 
might be in it as fame and experience. 

That five stripiings, but one out of his 
teens, should overawe'a crew of veteran rail- 
toad men, and with oaths and imprecaticns 
so terrify them as to secure control of a 
crowded passenger train and capture the 
safe from the express, almost surpasses 
belief, but that is the sige of It. 

The arms thus far secured by the officers 
are confined to two monstrous horse pistols, 
which, under the direction of Jim Hatha- 
way, were found wrapped in a red bandana 
handkerchief, used as a mask, and stowed 
away under the front doorsteps of a swell! 
residence on Felix street. 

The discovery of the identity of the out- 
laws was brought about in a curious man- 
ner. Jim Hathaway found a pocket diction- 


gary on the street some time ago, wrote his 


name in it, and carried it with him. In some 
way this book and his handkerchief: upon 
which his name was marked were lost from 
his pockets in the excitement of the attack 
on the train and were picked up-near the 
scene of the holdup this mornin y Bert 
Richey, chief of detectives on the Burling- 
ton. Hathaway was at once taken in cus- 
tody, and the whole day was spent in 
“ sweating’’ him, with the result that he 
finally weakened late this afternoon and 
gave the whole business away. 


SAYS HE KILLED HIS BROTHER. 


Iowa Boy Fastens the Crime Upon a 
Wheelman, Who Narrowly Es- 
capes Being Lynched. 


Maynard, Ia., Aug. 12.—[Special,]--The 
murder of little George Borgher near this 
place took a sensational turn today when 
the brother of the dead boy admitted that 
he himself fired the fatal shot and concocted 
the story about an unknown wheelman hav- 
ing killed the boy because of some laughing 
remark made by the lad. The boy says that 
the shooting was accidental, and that fear 
of consequences caused him to fasten the 
deed upon the stranger, who passed the 
Borgher home shortly prior to the shooting. 
Had not the stranger succeeded in eluding 
his pursuers by hiding in the timber he 
would have been lynched by the infuriated 
farmers, who had vowed to mete out speedy 
justice. 

Inasmuch as the slayer is but little older 
than the dead child, and the general belief 
is that the shooting was accidental, nothing 
further will be done in the matter.

THEIR WORK IN THE ORIENT. 


Victoria, B. Aug. 12.— 
ateamer Victoria has just arrived from the 
Orient bringing news of a frightful accident 
in Yokohama harbor whereby two mission- 
aries of the American Mission board, Miss 
Maud E. Simmons and Miss Belle J. Alien, 
lost their lives. Both studied for missionary 
work at the Chicago Training School. 

The two young women had a number of 
friends who were journeying to this side of 
the Pacific by the Empress of Japan, and 
they went out in a launch to see them off. 
The good-bys being said, the two mission- 
aries were going ashore in the launch, when 
a junk which was sailing into the harbor, 
running swiftly before the wind, came in 
collision with the launch. 

The junk’'s, bowsprit was driven against 
Miss Simmons with terrific force. It struck 
her in the abdomen and impaled her, killing 
her instantly. Miss Allen was struck about 
the shoulders and head by the unwieidy 
bow of the Chinese vessel and she was ter- 
ribly cut and lacerated. She lingered in 
pain for the greater part of a day in the 
Yokohama hospital and died on July 30, a 
few hours before the Victoria sailed.

THE FROTOOOL Is SIGNED. | 

The protocol, or half way treaty of peace, 
has been signed. The Secretary of State 
and the French Ambassador, representing 
the Spanish government, have put their 
names, in President McKinley's presence, to 
a document wherein Spain agrees to with- 
draw immediately from that Western 
Hemisphere where it gained a foothold over 
four centuries ago, and of a great part 
of which it was at one time the master. 
The last page in the history of Spanish 
rule in the new world was written yester- 
duy at Washington. The discoveries of 
Columbus, Pope Alexander’s bull, the con- 


| quests of Cortez and Pizarro end in the com- 


pulsory evacuation of Cuba and Porto Rico. 
The Spanish government had an uneasy 
feeling in 1776 that Spanish interests would 
be endangered if the English colonies in 
America secured their independence. For 
that reason it was unwilling to aid them. 
Time has justified these fears. Cuba and 
Porto Rico have gone the way of Louisi- 
ana, Flokida, Texas, California, and New 
Mexico. National expansion has won 
another victory. 

Provision is made for the appointment 
within ten days of commissioners, repre- 
senting the two governments, who are to 
meet within thirty days at Havana and San 
Juan, to arrange the details of the with- 
drawal of the Spahish forces from the two 
islands. This is a.comparatively simple 
problem as regards Porto Rico, but a more 
difficult one in the case of Cuba, where yel- 
low fever and sulky insurgents have to be 
taken into consideration. All the comfort 
which the Spanish goverhment is able to 
get out of this evacuation is that the 
army, which has not been canquered, will 


return to Spain with its guns, arms, and 


munitions.” 

As the protocol is nothing but President 
McKinley’s often-printed conditions of 
peace, put in formal shape, the final disposi- 
tion of the Philippines is left an open ques- 
tion to be determined by negotiation. The 
Spanish government has hopes that it will 
be able to coax the American commissioners 


into giving them up. It states semi-officially 


that Spain “wishes to preserve her sov- 
ereignty over the whole of the Philippines, 
to which she proposes to accord all political 
and administrative reforms consistent with 
the maintenance of her sovereignty.” Tha 
is the song the Spanish diplomatists wil 
sing to the American representatives in 
order to seduce the latter into giving up the 
Philippines. Similar promises were made 
in reference to Cuba a few months ago, and 
but for the destruction of the Maine the ad- 
ministration might have been bamboozled 
by them. “Reform” and “the mainte- 
nance of Spanish sovereignty are incom- 
patible everywhere. 

The American government has sent or- 
ders to its officers in the West Indies and at 
Manila to cease conquering. Spain has 
notified its Generals that hostilities are at 
an end and that no more defeats are in store 
for them. The news will reach Cuba and 
Porto Rico at once. A few days must elapse 
before it will reach Manila. General Jack- 
gon thrashed the British at New Orleans 


after peace had been concluded. Perhaps 


General Merritt will have captured Manila 
before news reaches him that the Spanish 
government has agreed that its troops shall 
evacuate the place and turn it over to him. 
There would not be much sorrow in this 
country if that were the case. There would 
be a firmer determination than ever that the 
Philippines should not be surrendered to 
Spain. 

The protocol having been signed, the 
American soldiers and sailors will with- 
draw from the front of the stage, and the

The President must not for one moment 
think of putting on that commission any 
man to represent Spanish interests.

All the American commis- 
sioners must be on the side of American 
interests, solidly, determinedly, solely. 
They must be men who will hold out 
strongly and persistently for this nation’s 
retention of the Asiatic islands, which be- 
long to us by the laws of war.

A YEAR OF PLENTY. 

It is a foregone conclusion that this is 
to be a year of agricultural penty in the 
United States. The argument is simply 
as to the extent of this abundance. From 
present prospects the producer will have to 
offset a little diminution of cash returns 
by reason of natural concessions in price 
by more liberal yields. It is by no means 
assured, however, that the exportalWe sur- 
plus of agricultural products will ‘be so 
great as to prove a depressing factor in 
marke this year’s crops. The demand 
for this exportable surplus unquestionably 
has a direct bearing in establishing prices 
on the entire production. The wheat ya 
is the first of the grain crops ready for mar- 
ket, and the marketing of the 1898 crop ha 
begun under most favorable auspices. The 


wheat harvest well under way, and there is 
an almost urgent foreign demand for wheat. 
Agricultural plenty in this country is a 
somewhat indefinite term. An average an- 
nual production during the last ten years 
perhaps furnishes a fair basis for compari- 
son. In some articles the production dur- 
ing that period has been so great as to cause 
undue depression in prices, but for purposes 
of comparison this fact is offset by the gen- 
erally recognized depletion of supplies of 
these particular articles at the present time. 
During a period of ten years there have 
been no extensive new sections brought 
under cultivation and there have been no 
revolutions in methods of cultivfting or har- 
vesting crops, such as were factors in pro- 
duction prior to the decade ending with 
1887. 
According to government figures the aver- 
age crop of wheat during the years 1888 
and 1897, inclusive, was 471,000,000 bush- 
els, an average crop of corn 1,845,000,000 
bushels, an average crop of oats 691,000, 
000 bushels, an average crop of hay 58, 
000,000 tons, and an average crop of cot- 
ton 7,900,000 bales. A month ago the gov- 
ernment wheat figuree were taken as out- 
lining a production of 615,000,000 bushels. 
The spring wheat condition has been raised 
one and a half points. The indications are 
that such an estimate is too low, and a 
number of statisticians are making a stand 
ag high as 700,000,000 bushels. On the 
other hand, the July government report 
Was taken as suggesting a. 2,000,000,000 
busliel corn crop. A material deterioration 
is admitted everywhere, and even allowing 
for the high averages which some of the 
non-surplus producing States will show, an 
estimate of 1,800,000,000 bushels is looked 
upon as a maximum. The July oats pros- 
pect of 700,000,000 bushels must be cut 
down to 660,000,000 bushels if the reports 
from thrashings are reliable. ‘The hay 
erop is generally believed fo be up to the 
record breaking level of 1897—60,000, 
tons. The July cotton average was put 
several points above that of the same 
period last year. There have been no un- 
favorable de ts sincb, and, while 
the acreage is not materially greater than 
‘in 1897, the outlook seems to be 
if not quite 10,000,000 bales.

Mr. Bailey of Texas, the Democratic lead- 
er in the House of Representatives, has not 
been heard from for a week. While Con- 
gress was in session he was actively en- 
gaged obstructing the enactment of the war 
revenue law. He professed to be in favor of 
the war, but did not wish the administra- 
tion to have money to carry it on with unless 
it would agree to accept issues of new green- 
backs, with no provision for their gold re- 
demption. During the closing hours of 
Congress and after its adjournment Mr. 
Bailey spent much of his time announcing 
that the United States must not enlarge its 
territory at the expense of Spain. He de- 
nounced as “imperialism ” the suggestion 
that a solitary island in the West Indies or 
in the Pacific should become part of the 
American domain. He insisted that the 
acquisition of territory once held by Spain 
would be a violation of the fundamental 
principles of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence and would subvert the liberties of the 
people. 

Last week Mr. Bailey went to the Demo- 
eratie convention of his State to have his 
views indorsed by it. He assumed that the 
delegates would be delighted to do his bid- 
ding. They were not, however. They re- 
jected by a vote of two to one his resolution 
denouncing the adoption of a colonial pol- 
icy” by the United States and taking the 
strongest possible ground against national 
expansion. Mr. Bailey was born in Mis- 
sissippi and has lived in Texas only about 
fifteen years. The delegates to the conven- 
tion who had been born in Texas and were 
familiar with the history of the State 
could not forget the fact that “ national 
expansion” had made it a part of the 
United States. They could not stultify 
themselves by declaring that territorial ac- 
quisitions were undesirable. 

So they sat down on Mr. Bailey. They 
adopted resolutions declaring that the 
United States ought to become the possessor 
of Porto Rico. Since the convention de- 
clined to Mr. Bailey's theory that 
the United States ought not to have a square 
foot more of land at the end of the war 
than it had at the beginning he has not been 
heard from. It may be that he has contlud- 
ed that his radical anti-expansion policy is 
unpopular and will have to be abandoned 
or he, too, will become unpopular and will 
cease to be the party leader in the House. 
The Democrats in that body will decline to 
follow him the moment they perceive that 
his views do not agree with those of their 

tuents. 

The Bryanite leaders set out by opposing 
the acquisition of territory by the United 
States anywhere, They have concluded 
now that there will be no harm done if 
Porto Rico is annexed. Some of them are 
ready to admit that the United States would 
not suffer it it held Ouba. But they are still 
a unit in the declaration that the Philip- 
pines must not be retained. They may not 
adhere fo that position, however, when they 
become conscious of the strength of the pop- 
ular sentiment in favor of their retention. 
The pressure from behind, increasing. in 
force, may compel them to move on. It may 
convert them into tolera ny good national 
expansionists. 


POSTPONING THE JUBILEE. 

The authors of the proposition to hold a 
national peace jubilee in this city have acted 
wisely in deciding to hold it next June in- 
stead of two months hence, The original 
sdheme was that of the Business Men's 
association to have a carnival on the anni- 
verzary of the great fire. That was swal- 


lowed up and lost in the grander project 
of a magnificent peace jubilee. This broad- 
ening 


inevitable, in order that the jubilee may 
not be ah incomplete, catch-penny kind of an 
affair. 

To a celebration which shall be 
worthy of \Chicago takes time. The plans 
tor a showy carnival may be dashed off 
in a week or so, and the money to carry 
them out ean be raised in short order, 
but to elabarate the plans for a national 
peace jubilee will take many weeks. To 
execute those plans properly may take 
nearly half a million dollars. That much 
money cannot be raised in a day. Leave 
the arrangements for the proposed cele- 
bration to competent persons, give them 
ten months’ time and plenty of money and 
they will work wonders. Limit them to 
two months and their celebration will be 
a trifling affair which will reflect no credit 
on the city. |

premature. Military operations have prac- 
tically ended, but peace has not come, There 
is no likelihood that the treaty of peace, 
which is to be made at Paris, will be signed 
by the commissioners before November.

MUST KEEP THE PHILIPPINES.

the annexation of the Philippine group. It 
is admitted that various traditions of the 
republic are not in accord with the policy 
of colonial gain, but. this plea is not held 
to be decisive. Freedom and suffrage for 
the negroes was a marked departure from 
our national traditions, but the country is 
better for the departure. Times change and 
men change with them. What may have 
been good policy for the United States when 
it had a continent of its own to civilize and 
settle, and when but few of the European 
nations were competing keenly with it and 
between themselves for exclusive trade 
privileges, is not necessarily good policy 
now that the continent has been exploited 
and when American trade is subject to the 
keenest and most insistent rivairy, In 1781 
we could have done nothing with the Phil- 
ippines, and, perhaps, nothing with Porto 
Rico. They would have proved white ele- 
phants on our hands, just as they would 
today on the hands of the people of the 
Transvaal. But with the lapse of years, 
and with the increase of American popula- 
tion, which must be kept busy and pros- 
perous, the lawful chance to acquire new 
fields of wealth and enterprise, new means 
of revenue and commerce, is not to be ad- 
justed.to the parochial statesmanship of 
the eighteenth century. We are able now 
to take care of foreign possessions and 
make them contribute to the sum of na- 
tional greatness. Then why should we not 
accept them?—San Francisco Chronicle. 

Fortune has thrown in our way a great 
opportunity. We had not sought it, did 
not plan for it. It came about in one of 
those unforeseen ways of which history 
presents so many examples. We can do the 
world good, the inhabitants of those is- 
lands good, and ourselves good by holding 
the place and the advantage which the 
fortune of opportunity and the valor of 
our sons have given us.

VETERAN OFFICER ENDS HIS A-

dent Cleveland—Retires from Active 
Service but a Few Weeks Ago by

Rear Admiral Kirkland, retired, died at the 
Mare Island navy yard at 7 o'clock this 


evening. 


Rear Admiral William A. Kirkland, retired, 
was born in North Carolina and appointed to 
the Naval Academy from that State July 2, 
1850. He was attached to the sloop Ports- 
mouth, Pacific squadron, 1881-88, and or- 
dered to the Naval Academy in 1856; was pro- 
moted to Passed Midshipman June 20, 1856; 
assigned to the frigate St. Lawrence of the 
Brazilian squadron 1856-57; thence to the 
sloop Falmouth of the same squadron 1857- 
„50. Commisisoned as Lieutenant March 
18, 1858; ordered to the storeship Release, 


Brazilian squadron, 1860; then to the steamer 


Pulaski, coast of Brazil, 1801-63. 
commisisoned as Lieutenant Commander 
July 16, 1862; assigned to steam sloop Wyo- 
ming, East Indian squadron, 1868-’64. Placed 
in command of the ironclad Winnebago, 
western gulf squadron, 1864-'65.

THINK CANAL BOARD OUTWITTED 


Trustees Said to Have Re- 
moved Its Standing in Court 
dy Payment of $7,630. 


The Drainage board is said to have out- 
witted the Canal board in settling its differ- 
ences with the latter, though there is a 
chance that re litigation may result. It 
is alleged that at a private meeting recently 
Attorney Snapp, treasurer of the Canal 
board, was paid $7,680 in cash for lands and 
other rights transferred to the Drainage 
board. This payment is provided for in the 
contract between the boards made last 
apring. The legal advisers of the Drainage 
board maintain that by the acceptance of 
this money the Canal board has no standing 


in court. 

The Canal commission and the City Coun- 
eil of Joliet are the only bodies which stood 
in the way of a final adjustment of the 
plans for the speedy completion of the big 
ditch. The Joliet Council passed an ordi- 
nance recently granting the drainage dis- 
trict certain rights in that city and thereby 
yielded to all the demands of the board. 
The Canal board, which asserted that cer- 
tain water rights it controlled were being 
injured by the building of the canal, re- 
mained as the only alleged antagonist. By 
the payment of s money it is now said 
this obstacle has been removed. 

It is said the Canal board refuses to ac- 
cept the constitutionality of the law giving 
the commissioners power to transfer lands to 
the Drainage board. It is said that the At- 
torney General has rendered a decision to 
this effect. 

It is the present intention of the Drainage 
board to open the canal on Chicago Day,“

Some definition ought to be made of the 
duties and of the rights of the foreign 
envoy who holds the position of dean of 
the diplomatic corps in the capital of the 


country to which he is accredited. 


It has hitherto »een understood that this 
position of dean owes its existence to a sort 
of unofficial arrangement among the mem- 
bers of the diplomatic corps, and that the 
dean is merely chosen for the purpose of 
becoming their spokesman in matters more 
of a social than of a purely official char- 
acter, such as, for instance, when the diplo- 
matic corps wishes to present its congratu- 
lations to the executive, or its condolences, 
or when returning thanks at a banquet for 


a toast to the foreign envoys. 


The diplomat usually selected as dean is 


the envoy of highest diplomatic. rank who 
has been longest accredited in the place, 
this being, however, the rule only in coun- 
tries where the Catholic religion is not the 


State creed. 


In France, Austria, Spain, Portugal, Bel- 
gium, and Bavaria it is the Papal Nuncto who, 
no matter what the date of his appointment, 
is by a sort of unwritten law accorded 
precedence as dean of the diplomatic corps, 
as the spokesman of which he figures on 
all occasions, especially at the New Year's 
reception days of the executive, when he 
presents to the latter the congratulations 
and good wishes of his fellow-diplomats. 

Were it not for this arrangement Count 
Munster, the German Ambassador, would be 
the’ dean of the diplomatic corps at Paris, 
which would, to say the least, be awkward. 
For it is he who has resided on the banks 
or the Seine in the capacity of German 


Ambassador longer than any other foreign 


plenipotentiary of his — 
But the position of d dean does not confer 


any authority, either official or social, over 


the remainder of the diplomatic corps, a 


fact of which the German envoy at the 
court of Belgrade has evidently lost sight. 
For he has considered it his duty as dean 
of the diplomatic corps in the Servian cap- 
ital to take the newly appointed Russian 
Plenipotentiary severely to task for his fall- 


ure to treat the father of King Alexander 


with what he considered to be proper defer- 
ence and consideration. 


The Czar’s representative properly in- 
timated to his German colleague it was 


none of the latter’s business how he be- 
haved to the disreputable Milan, that he 
had received orders from his own sovereign 
to avoid all intercourse with the ex-King, 
and that inasmuch as he, the envoy, took 
his instructions from St. Petersburg and 
not from Berlin he should continue to be- 
have towards King Milan as he saw fit. 


This led to some hot words between the 


two envoys, which culminated in the 
Russian Minister withdrawing from Bel- 
grade, his departure being followed a few 
days later by the simultaneous publication 
in a number of European papers of a couple 
of letters written by King Milan in 1893, 
the one addressed to his divorced wife, 
Queen Nathalie, in which he declares that 
he is absolutely destitute and threatens sul- 
cide unless she gives him financial assist- 
ance, while the second, dated a few weeks 
later, is addressed to the late Czar and 
contains along with humble thanks for a 
large gift of money received from the Em- 
peror a solemn pledge on his “ honor” 
never during his Ufetime to set foot in 
Servia, this having been the condition on 
which the Russian monarch assisted him. 


Both these letters are reproduced in fac- 


simile, so there is no doubt as to their 
authenticity. 


— 
Milan’s presence at Belgrade, where he is 


running things according to his own whim, 
is therefore a distinct violation of his pledge 
to the late Czar, whom he had already 
grossly swindled in money matters by giv- 
ing him as security for a loan a mortgage 
on the Grand Hotel at Belgrade without 
informing him that it was already mort- 
gaged not once but thrice, in each instance 
to its full value. 


Under the circumstances it is not aston- 


ishing that the Russian Envoy should hold 
aloof from Milan, even though the latter 
may be the father of the semi-imbecile King 
of Servia and the Commander-in-Chief of 
the ridiculous Servian army, which on each 
occasion that it*®has been in the field has 
distinguished itself by its cowardice. 


Of course this conflict between the Rus- 


sian and German Envoys at Belgrade has 
not tended to improve the relations between 
Berlin and St. Petersburg, in which latter 
capital Teuton presumption is regarded as 
having become intolerable. 


Just before leaving Greece for his annual 


summer holiday at Aix-les-Bains and Copen- 
hagen, King George formally established 
at Athens a Greek national theater on the 
model of the Comédie Francaise at Paris 
and appointed M. Viachos as its first ad- 
ministrator. 


The handsome building which is to serve 


as the home of this new institution is al- 
ready completed and has been constructed 
entirely at the cost of the monarch, who 
likewise has arranged to devote a large 
annual subvention from his privy purse to 
the maintenance of — theater. 


The princely Nene 0 of Esterhazy in Aus- 


tro-Hungary seems determined to maintain 
its reputation for independence. For the 
eldest son of the head of the family Prince 
Nicholas has just jilted in the most delib- 
erate fashion a member of the imperial 
house of Hapsburg—namely: the Arch- 
duchess Christina, eldest daughter of Arch- 
duke Frederick and niece of the Queen 
Regent of Spain—in order to marry Countess 
Cziraky. 


Only those who have lived in Europe and 


who are cognizant of the profound deference 
that is accorded to the imperial family will 
be able to realize the sensation which has 
been created by this, in Austria at any rate, 
altogether unprecedented instance of an 
Archduchess being jilted by a noble for the 
sake of a mere Countess of no particular 
family or position. 


The only instances that offer any analogy 


to this slight placed upon the house of 
Hapsburg is that of the present Marquis of 
Bath, when, prior to his accession to the 
peerage and when still a mere commoner, he 
jilted Princess May, now Duchess of York, 
in order to marry Violet Mordaunt, the girl 
whose appearance in the world twenty-eight 
years ago was the cause of the celebrated 
Mordaunt divorce case, in which the Prince 
of Wales was involved as corespondent; 
while the other case was when Prince Alex- 
ander of Battenberg, who was not a royal 
personage but a mere German nobleman, 
jilted Emperor William's sister, Princess 
Victoria of Prussia, within a few days of 
the date set for the wedding at Windsor in 
order to marry an actress, whose father 
had been a valet and her mother a cook. 


The Esterhazys, although Austro-Hun- 


garian nobles, belong to the so-called me- 
diatized families, that is to say, houses 
which have once enjoyed the rights of petty 
sovereignty, and can therefore mate with 
the reigning houses otherwise than mor- 
ganatic. 


Moreover, the Esterhasys might now be 


Kings of Hungary had they so willed. For 
the first Napoleon made a definite offer of 
the throne and crown of St. Stephen to the | 
Prince Esterhazy of the day, with the object 
of seducing him from his allegiance to the 
Emperor of Austria. 


Prince Esterhazy contemptuously declined 


these overtures of the founder of the Bona- 
parte dynasty, feeling probably that noth- 
ing could add to the prestige or grandeur of 
his house. 


The family estates of the Esterhazys, even 


in their present reduced condition, are al- 
most exactly mile for mile the size of Ireland.

E. Hernandez of Tampa, Fla., Who 
Has Fought Beside the Cuban 
Patriot Leader, Tells of the Crum- 
bling of Veteran’s Dearest Hope. 


E. Hernandez of Tampa, Fla., who has 
fought beside General Maximo Gomez much 
of the time during the last two years and 
speaks as one deep in the counsels of the 
veteran Cuban leader, was registered at 
the Leland yesterday. He told of the 
patriot General's ideas as to the future of 
Cuba, and of this country’s probable future 
relations to that island. 

According to Mr. Hernandez, Gomez is 
sore at heart at the failure of the dream 
of the later years of his life—the freefng of 
Cuba from the Spanish yoke through the 
instrumentality of the Cubans alone and 
the governing of the island by them, free 
from the dictation of any outside power.

He was sanguine of success, 
Mr. Hernandez says, even when the fortunes 
of the Cubans seemed the darkest, but sur- 
rendered to despair when this country de- 
clared war against Spain without recogniz- 
ing the Cuban government. 

He did not share in the enthusiasm of 
the mass of the Cubans and even of his own 
followers when the news of the declaration

BASTERN ROADS FEAR REVIVAL OF 
DIFFERENTIAL RATE TROUBLES. 


Think This Is the Meaning of the With- 
drawal of the North Shore Limfted 
Trains Running Over the Michigan 
Central — Receiver Trumbull Says 


Will Remain an Independent Line— 
Minor Tariff Changes Announced, 


Eastern roads are feeling uneasy over the 
withdrawal cf the north shore limited fast 
tra:ns running over the Michigan Ceniral 
and New York Central railroads. The opin- 
jon is that it means the Michigan Central 
will shortly ask to be made a differential 
Ins if the privilege is not withdrawn from 
the roads which now enjoy it. The agree- 
ments under which differential rates were 
made have been in a state of compound 
fracture almost ever since they were made. 
The steamboat lines, and the Michigan Cen- 
tral in particular, have for years held to 
their agreements with remarkable tenacity 
and under great provocation, None of them 
could be blamed for any course that may be 
taken to protect their interests at this junc- 
ture. 

The reports that the Union Pacific, Den- 
ver and Gulf railroad is likely to revert to 
the Union Pacific are pronounced groundless 
by Receiver Trumbull of the former road. 
Mr. Trumbull says as far as he knows the 
Gulf road will be reorganized as an inde- 
pendent line, with the possible exception of 
the Julesburg branch, which is not im- 

rtant to the success of the system. The 

eorganization committee has secured con- 
trol of the stock of the Colorado Central, 
which is now selling in the New York mar- 
‘ket at 76% cents a share, having risen 51% 
cents in two years. The South Park road, 
Mr. Trumbull says, will not revert to the 
Union Pacific, as the bondholders will have 
possession after the foreclosure sale is con- 
cluded. 

E. F. Richardson, for the last sixteen years 
General Agent of the passenger department 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
railway in New York, died on Thursday 
morning at his house on Long Island. By 
the death of Mr. Richardson the road loses 
a most able official. Few officials represent- 
ing Western roads in the East were better 
known.

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


The possibilities of writing risks in Cuba, Porto 
Rico, and the Philippine Islands is being considered 
by the officers of life insurance companies. Heavy 
mortality in these islands is feared and high 
rates will prevail if the companies venture into 
the field. The poor sanitary conditions also must 
be considered w a great factor in the situation. 
The following interviews with prominent life 
underwriters on the subject are interesting: 

D. P. Kingsley, Third Vice President of the 
New York Life Insurance company, says:: The 
experience of our pompany in the prosecution of 
its business in Cuba, Porto Rico, and the Philip- 
pines has not been such as to lead us to look 
upon those regions with any particular favor. 
Our records show that in volume our business in 
Cuba reached its maximum in 1888, 1889, and 
1890, since which time there has been a steady 
decrease in the amount at risk. This has come 


from 1888 to 1892, while in the Philippines we 
have never done any considerable volume of

Mutual Life Insurance company, 
company has never done business in Cuba, Porto 
Rico, or the Philippines. Whether we will enter 
those regions in the future or not will depend 
largely upon the sanitary and pygienic condi- 
tions prevailing.

None of the bonds, however, was found 
The police are not sure whether Roach has 
the $14,000 worth of bonds still unrecovered, 
but they believe he has handled a good por- 
tion of them and knows where they are. 
Roach admits that he gave Cashy two $100 
bonds, but dentes that he has any knowledge 
of the rest of the stolen property. 

Roach was booked at the Central Station 
for having received stolen property. Later 
he was taken to the Harrison Street Police 
Station, where his bail was fixed at $5,000. 
This is the same amount under which Cashy 
was released. 

“I think we are getting near to the end 
of this story,” said Detective Early. “Ido 
not see how either Cashy or Roach can get 
out of telling what he knows. I know young 
Cashy feels bad about his arrest. When I 
took him in charge he said gloomily it would 
not look nice for him, asa city employé, to 
be connected with such a case.

FIRE COSTS TWO LIVES. 


AGED GERMAN COUPLE FOUND DEAD 
IN A BURNING DWELLING. 


— 


Origin ot the Flames That Destroyed 
the House of Charles and Minnie 
Baier a Matter of Doubt—Some Be- 
Meve Robbers Started the Biase, 
Others That the Woman by Accident 
or in Grief at Her Husband’s Death 
Did It—Damage to Cutlery Factory. 


The police and the neighbors have various 
theories as to the origin of a fire at 1821 West 
Polk street early yesterday morning that 
cost the lives of Charles and Minnie Baier, 
an elderly German couple. Both were found 
dead in the house when the firemen arrived, 
and because they were.supposed by some to 
have saved money the neighbors believe rob- 
bers set fire to the house for the sake of 
plunder. 

Others, however, say it is more probable 
that Baier died of dropsy, that his wife 
found him dead in bed when she rose at 2 
o’clock to begin her daily labors by milking 
the cows and feeding the chickens, and that 
the fire was started either accidentally or 
with design by the grief-stricken wife. 

Baier had been desperately sick with drop 
sy for months. The neighbors had observed 
his rapid decline, and on Thursday adviscd 
Mrs. Baier to summon a physician so that 
if anything should happen a Coroner’s in- 
quest would not be necessary. 

The couple were all in all to each other. 
They had no children living, and no known 
reiatives. They were unusually devoted and 
affectionate, and Mrs. Baier had added to 
her hard work the task of nursing her hus- 
band during his long illness. She never went 
to bed, but snatched her rest lying on a 
lounge in the kitchen, dressed in jer working 
clothes. She answered every call of the sick 
man without a murmur and always rose long 
before daylight to take up her task as the 
family breadwinner.

This has 
reduced the speculative attention paid to 
the industrials and caused elight declines 
in the recently active specuiatives of that 
class.. On the other hand, the activity of the 
‘general market and thé bullish tone and tem- 
per have facilitated movements in minor 
stocks and neglected parts of the list, while 
the inevitable accompaniments of a bull 
market—reports of various railroad com- 
binationsa and of ſucreases of dividends— 
have not been lacking. —

HISTORY OF THE LITERATURE’ oF 
TR AMERICAN REVOLUTION. 
splendid Work of Professor Moses Coit 
Tyler and the Emphasis It Lays 
Upon the Numbers, Respectability, 
and Talent of the Much Despised 
Tories, Who Are Shown to Have 
Outrageously Misrepresented 
in the National Traditions.

When reference is made to a literature 
of the American revolution, the mind nat- 
urally reverts to the celebrated speeches or 
orations of the period, to its great state pa- 
pers, and to the more famous of the political 
writings forthe press. The names of certain 
individuals are suggested at once. Children 
who have derived their history from ele- 
mentary text books would recall the flery 
speeches of James Otis and Patrick Henry, 
at firstthought. The most superficial reader 
would remember something about the lit-- 
erary labors of Samuel and of John Adams, 
of Dr. Franklin and Jefferson. Tom Paine, 
too, has a fame or notoriety that has reached 
far. beyond the ranks of students, while 
John Dickinson, with his farmer's let- 
ters,“ if less notorious, 
and admired. 

To all these men, and to a host of others, 
who spoke and wrote for independence, in 
prose and verse, and who assailed the loy- 
alists with denunciation and satire, Pro- 
fessor Moses Coit Tyler does full justice in 
his Literary History of the American Re- 
olution. (Putnam’s). He pays high tribute to 
the pertinacity and practical political genius 
of Samuel Adams, to the vigor and vivacity 
of John Adams, to the great wisdom and 
shrewdness of Franklin, to Jefferson’s in- 


4 spired utterance in the declaration, to 


Paine’s brilliancy as a free lance, and tothe 
scholarly genius of Dickinson. The sep-
